To 
withers it seeuied that the horse was unprepared and 
liad the harrier in his month when lioltman ;;av(‘ the 
or<ler to j;o. .1 <k‘ Rose, which had herni purchased 
yesterday hy II. tJ.

— Matt .T. Winn, in disetiss- 
iiiK tile fall imM‘tiim at t'hurehill I>»>wns. Iiad lliis 
to say: **I look forward to splendid raein^ tlds 

fail. Tile spriii.:; meeting at Clinreiiill Downs was 
the greatest in tlie iiistory of tlie s|M>rt in Kentucky. 
Every wliere tlie friends of racing are still talking 
alsmt it. 1 lieard of it in New York. 

“Tlie pnidie is not aware that many costly im 
pitivemenfs liave lieeii made at Clinreiiill Downs 
sliiee I lie rai'cs. Tile cluldionse and grandstand liave 
lieeii n‘paiiited and a new main entrance lias Ih-cii 
Iniilt. Tills iiieindes a I'aiiopy from tlie |)Ia<*e wliere 
the street ears stop to the grandstand. New tiiket 
otiiecs have heen hnilt. Other improvements havi* 
also iM-eii made looking to the comfort of |»atroiis 
of the eluh.” 

Colonel Winn iiieidentall.v remarked that althongh 
all meiiilM*rships in tlie New Louisville JiM'key Cliil> 
l!Md expired, sncii niciiiliersliips will Ik* rei'ognized 
tills fail. MS was done tliis spring. Tlie iiiemliersiiip 
list is limited to 2 po. and the present uiemiiers will 
In* accorded tirst chance to renew memiK*rshiits in 
19 Hi. 

Relative to tlie ojicniiig of Hie Jannz meeting. Col- 
onel Winn made this statein«‘nt: 

••(Jraiii"'er A: Co., of Louisville, liavo tin* eontraet 
to fnriiisli the steel work for tiie grandstand. 
Stevens & i'o.. of Chicago, will put up tlie steel 
work, iiielmliiig the concrete work. .laim*s Murphy, 
of the linn of D. X. Mnrpliy & Co., of Louisville, 
is now at Juarez superintending the work in general. 
Alsinl 400 men are at work on the plant. It is 
l*ositlve that ev«*rything will he ready hy Tliaiiks- 
giviiig Day. The El Paso Street Railway Coniiiaiiv 
will hnild double tracks to the race tra«*k. and the 
time from El 1‘aso to the eonrst* will 1 m* ten minutes. 

“The track will hi* a mile and an eighth and it 
will Im* a duplicate of the Santa Anita course. The 
soil is such that the course will he fast. We will 
not huild a hotel at the track this season, us planned, 
blit will do .so later. El Pas<» has four or five giMsi 
hotels. Juarez will see the greatest racing ever 
given ou a foreign track by Americans.”

The Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes is the race cstaldishod b.v the Coney Island Jockey Club to take 
the place of the .Vmcricaii Derby in American racing, after Mayor Carter II. Harrison had taken the mcas- 
iirc.-! that ivsiiltcd in the ahamlonment of racing at Washington Park. Since it was first rnn in 1907 Its 
Iiistory is iiei'cssarily of the brief order and it is to Ik* contested for the third time this afternoon. In its 
first two years of running it was a guaranteed race of $25.<MK>. with a further contingency of $10.(K)0 if its 
inner also carried off the Tidal Stakes and LawwMiee Realization. This year it is only of the value of 
!f2..*'>iM; and the ihaiieo to win Hiat extra $10.<KH) has gone gliininering. The idea at the bottom of the 
foundation of this race was distinctly creditable to the Coney Island Jockey Club and it will lie surprising

NO LICENSE FOR PADUCAH MEETING. SELLING PLATERS GIVEN CHANCE TO WIN. 

Kentucky State Racing Commission Turns Down Little Class to Yesterday’s Racing at Hamilton— 'Big 
Application Filed with It. Run-up Follows Victory of Little Osage. 



Lexington. Ky.. July 2. — The Kentucky State Rac- 
ing CMimiiisKhui, with Messrs. E. F. Clay. .Milton 
Young. CharlcK F. Grainger. liouls des Cognets and 
.Sccrei.iry Rouse present, met h(*re tislay and refused 
to grant the apidieHtion of the Padni-ah Fair .Vsso- 
eiation for a Iieensi* to give tweuty-oiie days of 
raeing. lK>ginniiig July S at Padueah. The eoiniiiis- 
sion was addressed iu person b.v Harry White, gen- 
eral iiiaiiager of the proposed meeting. .Mr. White 
read the applieation. whieh was signed hy Ben 
Weilh*. president, and Rodney Davis. s«K*retary of 
the Padueah Fair .Vssoi-iiition. The a(>plie:ition was 
daU*d June 2.'s and named Frank J. Bryan as pre- 
siding judge. James .Milton, starter, George Dillon, 
elerk of the s<*ak*s. and Harry White, racing st*ere- 
tary. handieapiier and general manager, Mr. White 
exidained to the eonimissiou that the asso<*iatioii 
would give five raees of the total value of $1.0<M> 
dailv. He was asked what form of betting was 
intended and replied that he eonld not say whether 
or not lMN>kiiiakers would be in line. 

The eoniiiiission then called Mr. White’s atten- 
tion to that se«*lion of the law creating the State 
Raeing Commission whieh reipiires that applleants 
for dates must he made thirty days in advance of the 
tirst tlay of the pro|K»sed meeting and memhers of 
the eoniiiiissioii assigned as reason for the denying 
of the license the fact that applieation had not heen 
iiiadi* at the proiM*r time. .Mr. White’s attention 
was further directed to a section of the law which 
gives to i*vcry regularly, organized fair association 
in the state the right to conduct six days’ racing 
aniinally without license or sanetiou from the coni- 
iiiis.sioii. 

.V comninnication was re<-Hved from R. L. Thomas 
stating that jiwkey Sliilling had jumped his i-on- 
tract with him and had entered the emplo.v of Irving 
IL Wheateroff. .Mr. 'riioiiias asked that tlie coin- 
mission ruh* niMin Shilling's right to leave ills em- 
ploy and .Mr. Wheateroft’s right to his si*rvii-es 
under the circnnistaiiees. Secrelar.v Rouse was di- 
rei-ted to notify all parties to make answer at a 
meeting of the commission to lx* held Wednesday, 
Septeiiiher 8.^

His Trainer Entertained Poor Opinion of Dr. Waldo 
Briggs, Winner at 200 to 1. 

Cineiiinati. U.. July 2. — The victory of Barney 
Schreilit*r’s Dr. Waldo Briggs at 200 to 1 at La- 

tonia yesterda.v was still a fruitful topic of discus- 
sion when race-goers gathered at the track today. 
It transpires that one individual, a veteran race 
player of this city, pulled down $1,100 on an invest- 
ment of $7. some of the money lieing played for 

place and show. George North was stung alsnit the 
hardest of any of the t>«M>kies. losing $5oo to the 

race. A few other bettors had tickets calling for 
$4<K» to $2. and there was more play for the place 
and to show. 

The maddest man at the track was Barney 
Sehreilwr. for he did not tiet a dime on his horse, 
and did het $20o on Richard Reed. He just raved 
after it was all over. and. when some one approa<*hed 
him. he would sh 3 \ “Feel my head: I’m going 

crazy.” 

Why ho did not het is liest told hy Barney; 

“Those trainers of mine have got me going, there 

is no use talking about it. I named tlie eolt after 
Dr, Briggs, of St. Louis, a tiiie gentleman and a 

giHMl diK'tor. lie examined me a few years ago and 
d(‘elined to accept a fin*, and I said at the time 

I would name the best <-oIt on the farm after him. 
I Hionght I did at the time, lint tlie trainers never 
got this one to tin* post as a two-year-old. 

“ ’No aeeount.’ was Hie re|Mirt Itaiided to me. ami 
they did not want me to take him away from Hie 
farm. Sell him for a hnggy horse was Hie advice 
the.v gavi* me. But 1 got them to take liim along, 
and tiKlay 1 saw iiiiii lireezed a ipiarter in 22f|. hnt 
1 was told not to het. as he would be sure to stop.”

When the .season lK*gan on the 
metmiiolitan tracks tlin*e da.vs a week were i*on 
sidered good eiiongli, lint tlie Jo<*key Chib promised 
to aihl extra days if the patronage instified it. 
The iMtronage lias justified it. and Air. Belmont 
and his associates have made giHMl their promise. 
Tliere is no mistaking the iK>piilarity of the siM>rt 
as now eoiidiK’ted. The week-day crowds compare 
favorably witli Hiose of the oih‘ii lM*tting ring re- 
gime. the entlnisiasin is just as great and the 
sport just as tlioronghly en.|oyed. With Empire City 
following with six da.vs a week, and a full four- 
week’s s|K>rt at Saratoga, the game promises to 
Ik* as sneeessfnl as in any previous year. Further- 
more. R. T. Wilson, Jr.’s recent purchase of twenty 
yearlings, the get of Ogden. Plaiindes and Y'ankee. 
is regarded not only as the biggest transaction of 
its kind in years, hut as an exeeedihgly giKMl sign 
of the times. The terms were private, hnt it is 
known tliat tlie aiiiouiit involved was large. This 
deal is an evidence of the isnifideiice that the 
president of tiie Saratoga Association has in the 
I reliahilitutiou of racing.

It is now conceded that had Fasliion Plate 
not been pulled up at the st.art he might have placed 
in the Suburban. .Messrs. Knapp and Karrick, re 
spectively owner and trainer of the colt, were the 
happiest men at the track, and were particularlv 
anxious that no one should overl<K>k the really 
remarkable ride put up by Smitli. The colored boy’s 
day of triniirt>li terminated inanspiciousl.v when 
Coonskln. a starter iu the last race, reared, fell and 
rolled over him while on inn* way to the post. The 
attending pliysieian announced that be.vond a few 
minor bruises Smith esca^yd injury, but It looked 
like a closi* call. 

This was an extra da.v of racing with a Sfiecial 
overnight card that filled well. The weather condi- 
tions were ideal, the track was excet*diiigly fast and 
the biggest off-day crowd of the year was in attend- 
ance.

BRIGHTON BEACH WILL GET DATES. 



Its Obligations to Horsemen Must Be Discharged as 
Necessary Preliminary, However. 

New Y'ork. .Tul.v 2. — Will there lie a fall meeting 
at Brighton Beach race traek*; The fences have 
lK*eii torn down, the field stand and stables han* 
liecn carted away and a i>art of the infield has been 
fillml in. pri‘pHrHt«ir.v to the laying out of liuilding 
lots. Tlie idg sti*!'! grandstand, tlie comparatively 
new clubhouse and the paddoek, with its stalls and 
j<K*key buildings, are intact. The track, covered 
with grass and weeds, simply needs the harrows. 

“In ten days tlie Brighton track can be made 
ready for racing.” said a man close to William A. 
Phigeman .vesterda.v. “We can put up new fences 
and harrow the course without iiiueh trouble and ex- 
pense. But ,vou can sa.v that tlie Brighton Beach 
Racing Asscx’iathm has not decided yet whether 
then* will he a me<*tlng this year or not. It is 
simpl.v a question of poliey. We haven’t made a 
definite appliiation to the Jockey. Club for fail dates, 
hut the other track owners have been Informed that 
Brighton lias not been wijied off the racing map and 
that under certain circumstances a meeting at the 
Beacli ean be easil.v arranged. 

“Then*’s just another thing that cuts a figure. 
The Brighton Beucii R;icing AssiK*iation is in Imtter 
financial sliaiie now than it was a .vear ago. Of 
the $.'{5,999 owed to the liorsemen at the end of last 
siiuimer’s meeting. tl«* greater part has been paid 
and the (*iilire debt will soon Ik* wiiK*d out. There 
was never a thought of not making goo<l all ohllga 
tions to tlie liorsemen wlio won purses at Brighton. 
Other giKMl work has heen done since last year, and 
it liegiiis to hM>k better for the old track every day. 
But. as I said before, nothing has been iHisltively 
decided.” 

liie race track owners have been discussing dates 
for the fall meetings for a week past. From what 
lias been learned a harmoiiions policy will prevail, 
and if Brighton really wants to race, the once 
popular trai*k will receive an allotment. But all 
ohligations to the horsemen must he made gooil first. 

“When the season closed last fall.” said a promi- 
nent race track owner. “.Mr. Engcman doubtless 
Ik lleved that there would be no more racing, so he 
jmxf'eded to dismantle his track at Brighton, with 
the idea of cutting the prop«*rty into building lots. 
Then c.ime several court decisions which have given 
a new lease of life to the racing game, and as the 
sport is going along siuiMitbly now with most en 
couraging pn>siM*ct8 for the future. Mr. Bngemaii 
prohahly f«*els that It is a mistake to withdraw 
Rrigliton from the eircuit. In years gone b.v 
Brighton Beach was a big money-maker, which Mr. 
Engcman b.as not forgotten.” 

It is said that the schedule of fall dates will be 
announced shortly and tliat. if necessary, the season 
will be extended to November 1.5, the last legal day 
of racing iu the State of New Y’ork.

TEXT OF THE BOASBERG DECISION. 

New Orleans, I.ia., Jnly 2. — Here Is the text of 
the <leclsioii iKiinhal down by the Supreme Oturt of 
I.4»nisiana in qiiaslilng the imlictinent in the ease 
of Mark Itocislwig, wl»o had been illegally ctnivieie<l 
of vi«datioii of the Ixn ke law: 

“The question i»res«‘nt»*<l is simply whether the 
district attorn«‘.v may ntaise himself tm an.v ground 
«*tlMT than oiM* of tlu'se preserilwd hy said act :i."» 
uf 1S7T. lM*reln alswe quoted. We do not think that 
he can. Tlie grounds of recusation tirescribed for 
judges In tlie said act l»avc lieen hehl to Im‘ limit- 
ative. ami we think that on the same principle 
tlie similar gr«»nnds pres<*rilM*d for district atlorne.vs 
are in like manner limitative. 

“Tlie ie<-us^ilhni of the district attorney in this 
case not having lasm founded on any one of tin- 
gronmis thus preM*rilKMl. was null and void. Tlie 
district attoniey was, therefore, not reeuseil: and 
slm*e lie was lait roens4sl nor sick nor absent, the 
judge was witlmiit authority, under act 74 of 1S86. 
to apiadiit an attorne.v to act in his place, and, in 
eous<Mpi(Miee. the ai»mdiitinent of Mr, Adams was a 
nnllil.v and the information tileil by lilm was a 
nullity.’’ After disenssing that clause In the bill 
4»f rights which provides that “prostK'utions shall lie 
liy indi(*tinent or inforniation.” the court said that 
this provishm is inlemled to swnre tlie citizen 
against pn>seentlon i»y j»rivate eitiz<*n. by govenmr. 
or judge or any authority other tlian a grand jury 
or a distrief altorm-y. 

“To the grand jury and to the district attorney, 
and m»t to isipnlar clamor «*r to tin* executive, is 
eontidisl liy the «'«»nstinition the diseretiou of de- 
terniining when the citizen .slmll 1 m* brought before 
the court. That dis<*retion tin* distrii-t attorney 
must. n|M»n oe«*aslon. exer<*is<* and not divest himself 
of. as he would his mat. .Vnd the very lime when 
tlie tMdl<\v of «Mir law. as emlMMliisl in the eonstitu- 
tion and tlu> j4talnti*s. reqiiir«*s that lie should not 
shirk tills res|Mnisil»ilit.v. is when tliere Is iMipiilar 
elanior. or if judge or ex«*<Mitive should ever under- 
take to dictate ill matters of criminal proseeiition. ’ 

1'lie court said tliat it was glad tliat it did not 
havi* to pass n|K»n the question of whether the s.vs- 
teiii of iM'tting euiploy<*d was violative of the l^nke 
law.
